Smelled Smoke 


The fire was discovered by Mrs.

Traffic was stopped along all 
the main routes in Bristol Borough 
during the alert as it hasn’t been 
stopped since the Horse Age. 
Autos Halted 
Along Route 13 between Route 
413 and Green Lane, where 13 
cuts through Bristol, automobiles 
were halted completely and the 
only movements observable were 
those of the few gasoline station 
attendants at work. 
A Bristol police officer was sta­ 
tioned at the Route 413 and Route 
13 intersection, another at Route 
13 and Bath Road, and another at 
the Beaver Dam Road intersec­ 
tion. 
Along Mill Street, 
the main 
shopping thoroughfare, the new 
police public address system was 
used to drive cars to the curb 
and pedestrians into some sort 


of shelter. Police Chief Vincent A. J 
Faragalli curbed one truck driver ; 
who sought to avoid the police 
blockade but after a warning did 
not write out a traffic citation. 
The borough’s fire equipment, 
including at least one unit from 
each of the volunteer companies, 
was dispersed during the alert. 
One truck was sent to the bor­ 
ough’s well fields near Bath Road 
and Route 13, one to the Lower 
Bucks County Hospital and one 
to Green Lane and Ash St. 
Maximum Coverage 
This, 
according to estimates,! 
provided the borough with maxi­ 
mum coverage despite the fact 
that the simulated attack destroy-] 
ed all of the bridges under the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Tracks. 
The Pennsylvania, incidentally, 
ignored the alert. A through train 
sp>ed along the right of a way at 
the height of the alarm. 
Howard Boyd, civil defense di­ 
rector, estimated that 75 persons 
were at work during the alert, in­ 
cluding the members of the vol­ 
unteer fire companies. Boyd also 
revealed that the simulated attack 
left 92 per cent casualties in Bris­ 
tol of persons without a proper 
air-raid shelter and 60 per cent of 
those who did have a shelter.
